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pounded geological problems which will take scientific men 
many a year to solve. In sympathy with these terrene con- 
vuleions Vesuvius and Etna have stirred up their fires, and 
cyclones and gales of unprecedented fury have vexed the air 
during the latter part of the year. 

In contrast with the meteorological history of 1868, its 
commercial aspects have been almost uniformly overcast and 
dull. At the beginning of the year a general feeling of hope 
prevailed that affairs would surely mend. Frightened credit, 
however, does not easily recover tone, especially in the 
presence of huge and increasing armaments. That the peace 
of Europe has not been broken testifies to the discretion of 
the great Powers; but reliance could not be so far placed on 
the settled character of international relationships as to en- 
courage boldness and breadth in trading enterprise. Leaden 
skies do not.tempt to speculative haymaking, nor do uncertain 
relations between military monarchies entice commerce from 
its securer and narrower haunts to face probable chances 
of failure. The transactions of the year, therefore, have 
not been remarkable for their magnitude. Business has 
been plodding rather than profitable, and manufacturers and 
merchants, afraid to venture upon speculative operations, have 
rather studied how best to “‘ make both ends meet.” 

We wish it were possible to congratulate the world upon 
any appreciable improvement in the condition of nations, 
either as it respects severally their domestic interests or 
their connection one with another, during the progress of 
the twelvemonth now expiring. We are afraid that it may be 
truly remarked of most of them that their public affairs have 
been more distinguished by movement 
Continental tranquillity rests upon a substratum of 
bustible materials. Immense war establishments everywhere 
press heavily upon the industrial classes, absorbing an undue 
preportion of their earnings, diminishing employment, 
and generating discontent. Financial straits have not 
prevented Russia from pushing her conquests in Central 
Asia, nor diverted her policy of preparation and expectation 
in regard to South-Eastern Europe. Austria has devoted her 
chief energy, it is true, to the reorganisation of the empire on 
a liberal basis, but thinks it necessary to keep on foot an 
a my of 800,000 mep. Prussia, anxious to be at peace, and 
to leave to the operation of natural causes the completion of 
German unity, finds herself for the first time these many 
yeais face to face with a deficit, and still feels the obligation 
of maintaining a vigilant attitude incumbent on her. France 
has been busy in reconstructing her military institutions, and 
is now arm¢d to the teeth, adding to her public debt, and doing 
all that may be done by words to banish fronf the minds 
of her subjects all apprehension of war. Spain has 
relieved herself from intolerable humiliation by an almost 
bloodless revolution, and awaits the decision of a Constituent 
Cortes, to be elected next month, whether she is to be governed 
henceforth by a Constitutional Monarchy or a Federal 
Republic. Greece, leaving her internal affairs to right them- 
selves, has spent the year in fomenting insurrection in Crete, 
and has at length brought about a diplomatic rupture with 
the Porte, the consequences of which the great Powers will 
perhaps allow her to meet as best she can. Turning from 
the Old World to the New, see, it is true, some- 
thing to deplore, but more to beget encouragement. 
In South America, throughout the twelvemonth, Brazil 
and Paraguay have persevered in a mutually-destructive 
conflict ; but in the United States a more hopeful day appears 
to have dawncd. The e ection of General Grant to the 
presiden‘ial chair, and the re-establishment thereby of har- 
mony between the Executive and the Legislature, will further 
the interests of the whole American people far more surely 
and rapidly than the successful impeachment of Mr. Andrew 
Johnson could have done; and the virtual removal of all 
causes of discord between Washington and St. James's by the 
open-handed diplomacy of the American Minister gives 
promise of along and uninterrupted period of cordial relations 
between the two great English-speaking nations. 

And how has this United Kingdom fared through 1868 ?

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Wednesday, Dec. 23. 
The sojourn of the Court at Compiégne came to a cloee more sud- 
denly than was anticipated, and, as is commonly the case, the 
retuin of the Emperor to Paris was heralded by rumours of Minis- 
terial changes, which were confirmed in the following day’s 
Moniteur. M. Pinard, a singularly unpopular Minister of the 
Interior, has been diemissed—eay some; resigned, say others, when 
he knew his dismissal was in contemplation. The proceedings 
instigated by him against alike individuals and newspapers, in 
reference to the Baudin subscription, rendered his tenure of office 
srecarious; and the affair of the Cemetery of Montmartre, on 
ec. 3, when preparations were made on the most extensive scale 
for a street conflict, and the foe was nowhere to be seen, determined 
M. Pinard’s fate.

The new Opera House may be regarded as the real centre 
of Paris, and around it some of the most important foreign firms 
located at Paris have established themselves, the most recent comers 
being Norton and Co., the bankers, who have just opened an ex- 
tensive establishment in the Rue de Scribe, where they intend to 
conduct business on a system hitherto unknown in Paris, which is 
as far behind the great banking centres of England and America as 
Constantinople itself. Instead of transacting business in accord- 
ance with the universal practice over here, through a little hole ina 
wall of brass wire, as though every individual who presents a cheque 
must necessarily be a thief, it will be done over broad counters, in 
the English fashion. The new banking establishment possesses, 
moreover, what no other private bank in Paris can boast of —viz., 
a burglar and fire proof room, where depositors can themselves lock 
up their valuables in a special compartment of an iron safe set apart 
for their exclusive use. The bank, moreover, provides, in the same 
way, separate letter-boxes for each of its customers, for whose ac- 
commocation it has, moreover, opened a reading-room well supplied 
with English and foreign newspapers. The head of the firm is well 
known in Paris, having been United States’ Commissioner at the 
recent Paris Exhibition. 





SPAIN. 

The municipal elections have terminated. In Madrid a large 
majority of the candidates returned are described as belonging to 
the ‘‘democratic monarchical party,’”’ a term employed in the 
telegrams for the first time. 

A Carlist conspiracy is said to have been discovered in the 
province of Navarre, and several persons have been arrested. 

Senor Sagosta has issued a decree abolishing, as a useless piece 
of machinery and as a burden to the treasury, the provisional and 
municipal juntas of public charity, and the municipal deputations 
are intrusted with the functions hitherto performed by those juntas. 

ITALY. 

In Monday's sitting of the Chamber of Deputies there was a 
sharp attempt to vote that the payment of the Italian quota of the 
Pontifical debt should be suspended. Signor Cambray Digny 
declared that the Government refused to accept the proposal. 
General Menabrea reminded the Chamber that the Pontifical debt 
could not be confounded with the Roman question. The suspension 
of this payment could not damage the Pontifical Government, but 
only its creditors. It would be contrary to law, contrary to justice, 
and could only create fresh complications, and fresh embarrassment 
at home and abroad. Signor Rattazzi, it is added, defended the 
suspension of the payment. Finally, it is added, the proposal was 
rejected by 211 votes against 111. The Chamber then adjourned 
till Jan, 12. 

SWITZERLAND. 

After a debate which lasted three days, the National Council 

has ratified the treaty of commerce with Italy. 
GERMANY. 

The Upper Prussian Chamber has discussed the resolution 
carried by Herr Guersrd in the Lower House, for guaranteeing un- 
conditional freedom of speech in the latter Chamber, by amending 
art. 84 of the Constitution. In the preliminary debate the motion 
was disapproved, and yesterday week, when it again came on for 
discussion, it was finaliy thrown out by 72 votes against 41. 

The Upper House, in final deliberation yesterday week, passed 
the Rhine Navigation Treaty, as agreed upon on Oct, 16, between 
the Governments of Prussia, Baden, Bavaria, France, Hesse, and 
Holland. - 

The Chamber of Deputies discussed on Saturday the chapter of 
the Budget referring to the indirect taxes. Notwithstanding the 
opposition of the Government, the Chamber adopted, by 154 votes 
against 134, a motion of Herr Loewe, proposing to introduce in 1870 
a bill to abolish the grinding and slaughtering taxes, and to replace 
them by a classified income tax. The President of the Chamber 
stated that it would be impossible to conclude the ronsideration of 
the Budget by the beginning of next year. The Minister of Finance 
therefore announced that he would present in the next session a bill 
to authorise the Government to continne the exercise of this year's 
Budget. The House then adjourned till Jan. 7. 

The Federal Council has agreed to a resolution for suppressing 
the Consulates of the separate Federal States in countries where a 
Federal Consulate has heen established. The council has also ap- 
proved the treaty with Belgium for the extradition of criminals, 

TURKEY AND GREECE, 

We hear from Paris that Prussia has proposed a Conference of 
the Powers to settle the dispute between Greece and Turkey. 

The Greek Minister of Foreign Affairs has announced to the 
Chamber the rupture of diplomatic relations with Turkey. The 
Minister admits that Greece aided Crete. He cannot, however, 
promiee to lay before the Chamber all the papers relating to the 
matter while the great Powers are still engaged in their friendl 
intervention. He assures'the Chamber that the Government will 
consent to nothing unworthy of constitutional liberty or the dignity 
of the Crown and of the nation,

A correspondent states that Mr. Craufurd Tait, the father of 
the Archbishop-Elect of Canterbury, was a country gentleman, 

1oprietor of the extensive and extremely beautiful estates of 
Jarviestoun, in Clackmannanshire, and Cumloden, in Argyleshire, 
which he inherited from his father. He was a gentleman of a 
highly-accomplished mind, having views far before his age on 
many important points, especially connected with the educational 
improvement of the nation. He did much for his native district, 
and was remarkable for being the means, as principal heritor 
and patron of the parich of Dollar, of establishing, amidst much 
opposition, the great educational institution at Dollar, and thus 
preventing the large bequest, kft by a native of the parish, being 
misapplied to found a hospital. 

A han¢sowe silver inkstand and a purse containing 30 gs. were 
last week presented to the Rev. i. Marshall, on his resigning the 
charge of the parishes of St. Clement and St. Mary, Sandwich.—— 
The Rev. Mark Sturman, who has lately resigned the Curacy of 
St. George’s, Camberwell, has been presented with a parting gift 
by the congregation. ‘The testimonial consisted of an address; and 
the more substantial part of a tea and coffee service, salver, toast- 
rack, and other articles, all of solid silver. The Rev. H. J, 
Palmer has received a purse of sovercigns, with a gold signet ring, 
from the congregation of St, Mary's, Aberdeen ; also a gold pencil- 
case from the children of the Sunday-school, on his resignation of 
the Incumbency. To Mrs. Palmer a crucifix, in gold and enamel, 
and a cross of Aberdeen granite,were presented by the congre- 
gation.—The Rev. G. Quilter, Vicar of Canwick, has received a 
clock, watch, and chain from the parishioners. 

The Judicial Committee of the Privy Council gave judgmont in 
the St. Albans ritual case on Wednesday. This was an appeal from 
the Arches Court, Mr. John Martin being the appellant, and the 
Rev. R. H. Mackonochie, Vicar of St. Alban’s, Holborn, the re- 
spondent. Sir R. J. Phillimore, the Dean .of Arches, delivered a 
judgment, in which Mr. Mackonochic and his friends concurred. 
Mr. artin and his friends appealed. Lord Cairns delivered the judg- 
ment of the Court. He reversed the decision of the Judge of Arches 
in reference to lighted candles, and admonished Mr. Mackonochie 
from rating or kneeling as before. He also declared, with 
re to the second point, that lighted candles during the com- 
munion service were unauthorised. Lighted candles were not orna- 
ments within the meaning of the rubric. They were not subsidiary 
or necessary to therubric. The judgment is therefore against Mr, 
Mackonochie and the practices at St. Alban’s. 


On Wednesday the Archbishop-Elect of Canterbury performed 
what will, we believe, be his last public act as Bishop of London, in 
consecrating Christ Church, Somers Town. The church, which is 
in the midst of a dense population, has resulted from the operation 
of the Bishop of London's Fand. For some years past the fund has 
been supporting a mission here at a cost of £400 perannum. In 
the year 1866 the committee of the Bishop's fand received, as the 
veoult of an application to Lord Somers, the freehold of a site on the 
east side of Chalton-street, on which a permanent church and 
schools might be built. So valuable is the property in this neigh- 
bourhood that the committee had to Vote nearly £0000, in order to 
secure the leasehold interests. On the site being made available for 
building, Mr. George Moore, a member of the committee of the 
fund, erected the church and adjoining schools at a cost of more 
than £12,000. The church will accommodate 1200 people, and the 
echools 600 children. 

The Incorporated Society for Promoting the Enlargement, 
Building, and Repairing of Churches and Chapels held its second 
woeting for the present ecssion, on Monday, at the society's house, 












Whitehall—the Earl of Romney in the chair. Grants of money 
amounting to £955 were made in aid of the following objects—viz., 
Building new churches at Blackenhall, in the parish of Bloxwich, 
Stafford; Cotehill, in the parish of Wetheral, near Carlisle; Eltham 
Holy Trinity, Kent; and St. Peter’s, Leigham-road, in the parish 
of Streatham; rebuilding the churches at Boynton, near Wood- 
bridge; Barnstaple Holy Trinity and Walton in Gordans, near 
Clevedon, Somerset; enlarging or otherwise increasing the accom- 
modation in the churches at Beaconsthorpe, near Holt; Barrow- 
on-Humber, Lincoln; Chesham, Bucks ; Cogenhoe, near North- 
ampton; Gisburn, near Skipton, York ; Little Bedwyn, near 
Hungerford; Llangunider, near Crickhowell; Langstephen, near 
Llyswen, Radnor; Ocle Pitchard, near Hereford; Sutton, near 
Ely; and Tintagel, near Camelford, Cornwall. The grants for- 
merly made towards building Holy Trinity, Bingley, York; and 
Taf-Vechan, near Tallybout, Brecon, were increased. Grants were 
also made from the School, Church, and Mission-Hoase Fund 
towards building school-churches at Bowlish, in the parish of 
Shepton Mallet, Somerset; and in the parish of St. John’s, Cardiff. 
The society likewise accepted the trust of money as repair funds for 
the new churches of St. James's, Birkenhead, and St. Stephen's, 
South Dulwich.

ankle-deep in mud. Mr as Comm 
Works, somewhat more appropriately posted under a railwi Ay 
arch ; while Mr. Bright spoke in the largest covered bu 
the borough of Birmingham. Messrs. Goschen, Low ., 
Stansfeld, and Cardwell, and the law ad- 
have all been re-chosen, and will probably appear in 
their places on Tuesday. It was not to be expected that any 
revelations of Ministerial policy would be made in the speeches 
on re-election, and Mr. Bright's address was the only one which 
it was thought likely would possess interest. He went at some 
length into a statement of his reluctance to take office, and said 
that the Indian Secretaryship had been offered him, but that he 
was disinclined to connect himself directly with great military 
departments. He had chosen an office which would not 
deprive him of the power of endeavouring to be useful in 
general debate, and he begged that the best construction 
might be put upon his actions as a Minister. We can 
promise him this, and may hint that a Minister should not 
talk of “the parson,” as Mr. Bright did in another speech at 
Birmingham, because, though the word was once respectful, 
it is now only used by those who have no respect for what a 
parson should teach. Mr. Gladstone spoke eloquently, of 
course, and lavished considerable derision upon those who 
apprehend Roman Catholic ascendancy. Mr. Lowe's speech 
was short and to the point. His business was to be dis- 
agreeable to everybody ; and he hoped for as much toleration as 
could be expected. Mr. Layard felt that a higher office than 
he had taken was due to him after his long labours; but he had 
chosen to support Mr. Gladstone in preference to putting 
forward his own claims. 

In Mr. Layard's speech there was something which demands 
more special notice. He addressed himself to the Eastern 
question, which has just become prominent, and with whioh 
he has ever shown himself familiar. We may assume that Mr. 
Layard spoke the sentimente of his colleagues, though this is 
not absolutely certain. He said that he had been unjustly 
accused of taking the part of the Mohammedans as against the 
Christians. It was not so; he had advocated justice to both. 
The population of Turkey was about equally divided between 
the religions; and those who calculated that the Christians 
largely outnumbered the Mohammedans did so unfairly, be- 
cause they included Roumania and Servia, with whose 
political condition the Porte, nominally their suzerain, did 
not interfere ; and, if we take the whole region called Turkey, 
the followers of the Prophet are as two to one, The Greek 
population of Turkey is not really a Greek population at all; 
it is Bulgarian, and wishes to have nothing to do with Greece, 
which would grievously misgovern it. He was for non-inter- 
vention. Let the Turks resist intervention as we should resist 
the action of any foreign nation that might come into Ireland 
to help the Catholics against the Protestants. He attributed 
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the collapse of Turkey, a speech he thought as unjustifiable 
as it would be in a Minister of Nngland to predict the collap$e 
of Imperialism in France, and thus to invite the people to 
rebel. He was not warlike; he won! not interfere; but he 
would not permit any other Power-to interfere in this 
quarrel, These Mr. Layard declared to be his own s2nti- 
ments on the Eastern question; he had nothing to do, ne 
added, with the policy which Mr. Gladstone might pursue. 
We have thought it desirable that the views of that m2m er 
of the Government who from personal knowledge of the East 
and long study of the subject, on which he has written largely, 
should be brought before our readers. It is of the last im- 
portance that the facts of the case should be understood. 
Efforts are now being made to represent Greece as nobly 
striving to effect for others what was done for herself— 
namely, liberation from a detested yoke; and the Greeks 
themselves declare, both at home anc \\y their organs in this 
country and in France, that in aiding the Cretan rebellion 
they are but doing their duty to humanity. An apparently 
well-informed Greek, resident here, writes to say that if the 
Powers will not interfere the fight wiil not be so unequal as is 
supposed ; for the Turkish soldiegs are not good and the Greek 
sailors are admirable. He calls on Eugland to let Greece alone 
that she may carry out the noble policy of George Canning. 
Also, it is due to the Greeks to say that they have always laid 
their difficulties to the fact that their king4om is too small to 
be made profitable ; and they aver that the late King Leopold 
refused their crown on this ground. It may be so, and yet the 
Powers may not see that they are fulfilling treaty obligations 
in permitting Greece to improve her pecuniary position by 
taking somebody else’s property. A great many people might 
get on much better in the world if they were allowed to carry 
out this policy; we doubt not that it would be much approved 
by the numerical majority in an island nearer to England 
than Crete. Nor, we suppose, will Mr. Gladstone's Phil- 
Hellenic feelings carry him so far as to permit the kindling of 
a war which would infallibly be marked by more savage bru- 
tality than any other war which could awake. Mr. Layard’s 
guarded utterances were extremely proper in the circum- 
stances, but the public has a right to expect an early indica- 
tion of the course which Lord Clarendon means to take. 

There is nothing else, either in the Ministerial speeches 
or in politics generally, to disturb our Christmas. The Cabinet 
has before it about as large and as difficult a task as has ever 
occupied statesmen—the production of a plan for the destruc- 
tion of the State Church in Ireland, without detriment to the 
Protestant religion and without injustice to individuals. Both 
the principles and the details of such a scheme demand an 
nmount of thought and labour of which but an inadequate 
estimate will be made even when Mr. Gladstone shall have 
exerted his best powers in laying his plan before Parliament. 
It will be unfair to expect much more from the Govern- 
ment generally than the announcement in February 
that this scheme is complete; but the Ministers who 
have departments requiring their special attention will 
be spared the consideration of the Irish question, and 
Mr. Lowe’s Budget and Mr. Childers’s Admiralty reform, 
which promises well, will occupy prominent positions in the 
Ministerial programme. A statesman looks to possibilities 
rather than to Utopianism; and it were childish to expect 
that one half the work that has to be done can be accomplished 
at an carly date. But we may as well remember that aMong 
that work are reforms which shall affect the solvent, the 
insolvent, the pauper, the criminal, and the young; and this 
classification includes every one of us. To be more specific, 
we want several property reforms and a game law. The 
bankruptcy system must be entirely remodelled. The poor 
law must be reformed, and an intolerable weight be taken from 
the shoulders of the struggling class who are being crushed by 
therates. Yettheagedand the helpless poormust beten ied, and 
the idle must be punished and forced to labour. A system for 
getting rid, largely, of the dangerous class, must be organised ; 
and, if we have no transportation regions, we must lease some 
frem nations who have. The children of persons without 
visible means of honest living must become the State's property. 
Education for the middle and lower class must be provided 
and made compulsory. Here is absolutely necessary work, 
and yet how small the portion of it that can be performed in 
the next Session, or the next six Sessions! Nevertheless, let 
us look our liabilities in the face, that is the first step towards 
dealing with them. And, having resolved that our house 
shall be put in order, we may follow the pleasant custom of 
our forefathers, and in goodwill and cheerfulness acoept the 
festivities of the season.

‘“NOTHING IN THE PAPERS.” 

The history of the new election tribunal is important, and should 
be watched with the attention due to the preparations for a great 
experiment.

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THE INSTITUTE OF PAINTERS IN WATER COLOURS 
Tt is unnecessary to recount the grounds we have recently giv 
the opinion that the winter exhibitions now held by both the \ 







colour societies, consisting professedly of “: ches and stu 
are calculated to lower the status of water-colour art; to 


its superficiality ; and to encourage the manufacture of what can 
only be regarded as a kind of artistic upholstery, provided to meet 
the demand of shallow, half-informed tastes. Remarks which apply 
adversely to the elder society must tell strongly against the juni: 
although we are glad to see in this—of its kind—more than ¢ 
narily interesting exhibition a perhaps larger proportion of genuine 
sketches and studies in place of inferior finished drawings. The 
result may be partly attributable to the more recent i 


yr: 





portfolios of the members having been made. But it is pro- 
bably chiefly referable to the more liberal admission of new 
members. It may readily be imagined that the amateur 


or connoisseur of twenty, or even ten, years back would be apt to 
regard the art as being finally rangé and perfected—that the 
masters of that day would ever maintain the same relative position. 
But this is very far from the fact, as any unprejudiced person with 
‘fresh eye’? may have satisfied himself by visiting the 
later exhibitions, especially at these rooms, and those of the General 
Water-Colour Society at the Dudley Gallery. The measure of 
natural endowment and art-education necessary to the success 
attained by our average water-colour painters is so moderate, that 
the beginner of to-day may be a popular favourite in a very few 
seasons. Thus it happens that several of the lately-made associates 
of the institute, whose attainments on election were possibly hardly 
up to the standard of admission it is desirable to maintain, now 
deserve to rank with the old-established celebrities of either boly. 
‘This observation holds good, for example, in reference to Messrs. 











Shalders, Hine, C. Green, Linton, Kilburne, Gow, Mogford, Bach, 
and some others. As, however, the younger members have in some 
nstances still to acquire a fair proportion of public appreciation, 
we invite first attention to their works.

ceptible in other drawings by this painter, wherein effects of sun- 
light are rendered with no discrimination of warm and cold colours 
in lights and shadows. Mr. H. B. Roberts’s *‘ In Church’’ (290), 
a poor old man seated, pondering gravely, with hand to head, 
shading his wrinkled brow; and Mr. Bromley’s ‘‘ Harmony ”’ (299), 
a medieval subject, representing a lady playing on the regals, or 
hand-organ, and a knight accompanying her on the theorbo, are 
respectively the best works of these new members, and similar in 
general characteristics. Both are a little heavy; but both afford 


much promise in their evidence of well-trained ability and 
thoroughness. As heretofore, Mr. Bach is unrivalled for 
breadth of fine, warm colour, and a general largeness of 


treatment seldom achieved in the medium—witness his ‘* Monk 
Preaching to Sclavonians at Prague’’ (178), “‘An Archway 
at Prague’’ (245), with figures, and the effective compo- 
sition styled “Idle Hours’’ (318). Mr. C. Green, one of the 
most rapidly and deservedly rising figure-painters of the society, 
has several Irish subjects equally capital as humorous illustrations 
of humble life and as regards execution. Of them we may par- 
ticularly commend the ‘‘Sketch for a Picture’’ (62) —a cottier 
or scene, with an itinerant tinker dubiously examining the

‘*Edward Orpen”’ is on record, it would be interesting to kaow, 
on the authority of connoisseurs, if this also is indewd a work of 
Gainsborough’s. 

The extensive art-library, comprising many rare works, form2d 
by the late Sir Charles Eastlake has been purchased for th> 
National Gallery, where it is intended to form a reading-room, ia 
the place of the —— Academy library. 

There is, we understand, a more definite prospect of the fulfil- 
ment of the proposition, which we made public some time back, of 
commemorating the first centenary of the existence of the Royal 
Academy by holding, at Burlington House, in the course of the 
ensuing year, an exhibition of works by all the academicians an! 
associates from 1768 to 1868. 

Mr. H. S. Marks, whose picture, “Tired Out,’’ we recently 
engraved, and to whose abiiity as a decorative artist we have borne 
testimony, has executed a large painting, 30 ft.-long by 4ft. 6 in. 
deep, for the frieze over the proscenium of the new Gaiety Tireatre, 
representing a king and queen of medieval times watching, with 
their attendant court, the performance of a masque. On each side 
of this frieze, over the proscenium boxes, are paintings by the samo 
artist, the one on the left representing lyric, and the other epic, 
poetry. It is a gratifying indication to find the example set at the 
theatre in Long Acre (although Mr. A. Moore’s complete scheme of 
decoration was not carried out) followed, and art of superior kind 
embellishing the temples of the drama, as well as visibly influenciag 
the stage scenery. Good art in such public places must have a 
beneficial influence on popular taste. 

A statue of Queen Anne, by Mr. A. Munro, has been erected ia 
Westminster Hall, in continuation of the series of statues of 
English Sovereigns that is being experimentally placed in ths hall, 
in accordance with the suggestion of Mr. E. M. Barry. 

Under the title of ‘‘ The Patent Graphoscope”’ Messrs. Negretti 
and Zambra have introduced the most complete optical instrument 
for viewing photographs or works of art of small size and stereo- 
graphs which can find a place in the drawing-room or studio. It 
affords a large lens which brings out latent detail very powerfully 
and with much of stereoscopic effect, and it also furnishes a perfect 
stereoscope proper. Wemay add the suggestion (which it fairly 
deserves) that, with a suitable set of photographs, such as those of 
natural flowers, tinted, lately published, it would form a very 
handsome present. 


THE FARM.

They had a dinner as a natural 
thing at their show, and the Duke of Buccleuch took the chair. 
We hear that an untimely fate befell the cup ox. He was bought 
and then raffied. When a high number had been thrown a man 
offered the thrower £30 for his chance and was accepted. How- 
ever, he was “‘knecked out’’ by another, and there was nothing 
for it but to buy up that number too, which he did at £43. It 
proved the winning cast, and the bullock was therefore his for £73 
The next day it was led out to be painted, and injured its thighs 
so severely by slipping up that it had to be killed forthwith, ata 
great loss, and never became, so to speak, Christmas beef at all. The 
celebrated Sewerby ox had a still more ignominious fate, as it turned 
bad and green as it hung up at Liverpool, owing, it was said, to the 
amount of milk it had drunk during the year, and was seized by the 
authorities. 

Live 1 had a very fine show, with £2000 worth of prizes and 
204 head of cattle. The Duke of Buccleuch won in the Galloway 
classes ; Mr. Foljambe’s white bullock took a first, as at Birmingham ; 
and Mr. Groves’s roan cow turned the tables at the third effort on to 
Mr. Willis’s cow. Mr. Wortley won Hereford firsts again with two 
| Smithfield first-prize winners; and Mr. Smith's, of Exeter, Devon 
steer, which came second to Mr. Heath's Hereford ox for the cup 
both at Birmingham and London, and Mr. Burton's Devon cow, 
took cups as best male and female in the yard. Lord Walsingham’s 
Southdown cup pen took a first prize of £15, a cup of £25 value, 
and another £25 prize. Birmingham, Islington, London will now, 
as it were, form one of the fat circuits. ‘There was a very fine 
show at Carlisle. Mr. T. H. Parker owned the best shorthorn 
bullock, and Mr. J. Birney the best crossbred. Both were three 
years and a half old, and were sold, one for £53 10s., and the other 
| for £72 10s. In fact, the five best beasts at the show averaged 
£57 6s. At Penrith, Mr. C. R. Saunders was first both for ox 
and cow, and the former made 66 gs. At Leeds, Sir C. Trevelyan’s 

oung cow took the cup as the best animal in the yard, and Mr. 
arris’s poll stood second. Mr. Wood's buliock and heifer both 
took special prizes. 

The second annual meeting at Edinburgh was a success in every 
way, save that the meeting has already outgrown its building.

There 
was a pretty good attendance of ladies and gentlemen. The chair 
was occupied by Councillor John Wilson, a president of the society. 

The building com mittee of the Prudhoe Memorial Convalescent 
Home, Whitley, Northumberland, have received an additional con- 
tribution of £1000 from Sir W. G. Armstrong, C.B., thereby making 
his total subscription £2000. 

At a meeting of Liverpool merchants, held on Monday, Sir 
Charles Fox's scheme for constructing a railway from Liverpool to 
Birkenhead by means of a tunnel under the Mersey was approved 
of. The total cost of the enterprise is estimated to amount to 
£446,000 ; but £20,000 only is the sum which it is proposed to raise 
in the first instance, and that will be expended upon the driving of 
an experimental tunnel underneath the river bed. 

A stalactite cave has been discovered in the rocks near the 
Clifton station of the Bristol Port and Pier Railway. The cave 
has been explored to the distance of some twenty or thirty yards, 
under the superintendence of Mr. Wilkinson, the manager of the 
line, and many beautiful stalactites have been disclosed, some of 
them extending from the roof to the earth beneath, and which, 
from their size, have for the present prevented the further passage 
of the explorers. Some bones of animals and birds have also been 
found among the soil, including part of a skull, which would seem 
to be that of a hyena. 


By command of her Majesty, the Royal confectioners of 
Windsor have sent about 250 gingerbread cakes, stamped with 
curious devices, each weighing a pound and a quarter, to O:borne, 
for distribution to the school children at Osborne at her Majesty's 
Christmas treat. Her Majesty's new-year's gifts to the poor of 
the parishes of St. John, Windsor, Holy Trinity, and Clewer will 
be distributed next Friday. The sum intended for the purpose will 
be spent in beef and coals, tickets for which will be dispensed by 
the aid of the local clergy. The distribution of the meat will take 
place in the butchers’ market at the Townhall, the coals being sent 
to the homes of the numerous recipients. 


An extraordinary character has been captured in a lonely shed at 
Egerton, Kent, in the person of Frederick Naasch, a Belgian 
soldier, who for some months has been wandering about the Weald 
of Kent, clothe i in rags, and living on roots, berries, and offal. 
His appearance when apprehended was grotesque in the extreme. 
The article which did duty for a coat consiste’ of patches of old 
rags quilted over and over again, in many places to the thickness of 
an inch. His nether clothing was of the same description, and 
these were his sole attire. He was barefooted, and carried a 
quantity of stinking fowls’ legs, some putrid flesh, and pieces of 
fish in a pair of worn shoes which he had under his arm. One good 
habit he retained, for a piece of soap was found upon him when 
apprehended. He was sentenced by the Ashford magistrates to ten 
days’ imprisonment, but was too ill to be removed. The Belgian 
Consul at Dover has been communicated with, and the P or fellow 
will be received by that gentleman and sent on to Ostend as soon as 
he can be removed. 


An extraordinary outrage has been committed on the London and 
North-Western Railway, near Birmingham. Yesterday se’nnight, 
immediately after a train had left Edgbaston station (where the 
tickets of the passengers are collected) for Birmingham, a man 
jumped into the guard's van, and threw a quantity of creosote or 
naphtha into the eyes of the guard, who was engaged in making an 
entry in his book. When the poor fellow had somewhat recovered 
from the shock the train had passed through the tunnel, and was 
entering the New-street station, and he then discovered that a box 
containing money, and on which he had placed his lamp, was 

issing. Having reported these facts to the station-master, the 
poor fellow (who was for some time almost blinded) was sent 
to a doctor, and an engine was dispatched to give early infor- 
mation to the police on the spot of what had occurred. It 
so happened that on the guard's van there was found the lid 
of a tin box having upon it the initials “T. B."’ The statioa- 
master at Birmingham inquired in the neighbourhood of the 
Edgbaston station whether there was anyone residing in that 
locality whose name corresponded with the initials. A man named 
Thomas Baggaley, a brakesman of ballast-trains in the company's 
service, was immediately mentioned. A detective and one or two 
others went to his house close by, and, seeing a light at that late 
hour, they obtained admission. Some circumstances excited 
suspicion, search was made, and in a box up stairs a sum of £27 in 
gold was discovered. Baggaley was taken into custody and brought 
up before the Birmingham magistrates on Saturday morning; the 
charge of robbery was preferred, and he was remanded. The 
prisoner has been a in the company’s service, and of 
course was well aware of the exact spot where the box containing 
the of the day from some small stations was deposited in 
the "s custody.

There are now about 4000 miles of railway completed 
in India, at a cost of some £76,000,000 (exclusive of gifts of land by 
Government, guaranteed interest on loans, &o.), and 1000 miles 
more are under construction or have been contracted for.

LAW AND POLICE. 


Sir George Giffard has been appointed Lord Justic: in the room 
of Lord Hatherley, and the Vice-Chancellorship thus placed at the 
disposal of the Government has been conferred upon Mr. W. M. 
James, Q.C., Vice-Chancellor of the County Palatine of Lancaster. 

On Saturday Mr. Lawson was sworn in as the fourth Justice of 
the Court of Common Pleas in Ireland. Mr. Sullivan, Q.C., was 
sworn as Attorney-General, and Serjeant Barry as Solicitor-G -neral. 

Sir Joseph Napier, ex-Lord Justice of Appeal in Irelan1, and 
twice Lord Chancellor of Ireland under Lord Derby's Govern- 
ment, has been nominated a member of the Judicial Committea of 
the Privy Council, in the place of the late Lord Kingsdown. 

Six of the directors of Overend, Gurney, and Co. (Limited) are 
to be called upon to answer a criminal charge. Summonses have 
been issued against them, in which they are accused of having, in 
July, 1865, and at other times, nee conspired together by 
various pretences and representations alleged to be false and 
fraudu'ent, and by divers subtle devices and means, to induce per- 
sons to become, and by which they did become, shareholders in the 
company, with intent to cheat and defraudthem of certain valuable 
securities, bankers’ cheques, and sums of money, and by which 
they were, in fact, defrauded tu the amount of £3,000,000. 


The case of ** Hoare vy. Wilson’’ came before the Rolls Court on 
Monday morning. It was relating to the rights of Sir Thomas 
Maryon Wilson, as lord of the manor of Hampstead, to inclose or 
sell for building purposes any portion of Hampstead Heath. The 
question before the Court was as to the issues, which his Lord- 
ship had previously directed to be tried before a jury previous 
to the Court giving any decision on the question between the 
litigants. His Lordship decided the issues to be tried, and the 
case will come before a special jury at the Court of Exchequer. 

Justice Willes delivered several important decisions, on Monday, 
in respect to preliminary objections taken agninst certain e:ection 
petitions. One of the principal points raised was whether the pry- 
ment of one sum of £1000 was sufficient security under the Act, 
when two seats were assailed in one petitiofi; and his Lordship 
held it to be sufficient. On another point raised the Judge decide i 
that it was illegal for petitioners to be sureties, but that he had 
power to permit them to find others, and he therefore, in the cases 
at issue, allowed five days for that purpose. 

Mr. Baron Martin, on Monday, approved the persons tendered 
as bail for Madame Rachel, pending the result of the arguments on 
the writ of error to try the jurisdiction of the Judge in whose court 
she was convicted, and Madame Rachel is now at liberty. 

Mr. Nicholls obtained a verdict, on Monday, at Liverpool, 
against the London and North-Western Railway Company, for 
£2000, as compensation for injuries he sustained in an accident on 
the company’s line. 

A singular “alimony ”’ case has been before the Provincial Court 
in Dublin. The wife of a respectable shopkeeper of that city, some 
years after her marriage, and when two children were born, 
‘*suddenly called a cab, put her own personal property into it, 
drove to the quay, and took shipping for Australia.’”’ She did 
this, it was stated, against the earnest entreaty of her husband. 
She remained in Australia three years, never asking any main- 
tenance. She then came back to Ireland, and her husband 
met her at the boat and besought her to return. She offered to do 
so, on condition that she should be at liberty to leave his hous> whea 
she pleased. That condition he refused, and sie then cane t» 
London and supported herself for several years by her skill as a 
high-class milliner. She never claimed alimony daring the six 
years of separation until now, and her claim was £20) a year. 
Judge Battersby said it was one of the most extraordinary cases 
that ever came before him. The facts were the oddest he hai ever 
known. There was not the slightest imputation on either side. 
Counsel added that there was not the least allegation of any impro= 
priety, beyond that she “ acted with caprice.”” The Judge decreed 
£40 a year as alimony. 

About twelve months ago Sir Culling Eardley was sentenced 
to a term of imprisonment for bigamy. He was in failing health 
when he went to prison, and his confinement told so severely upon 
him that his life was in danger. Under these circumstances, he 
has been released from prison upon the undertaking that he will 
go out of the country until the term of imprisonment to which he 
was sentenced shall have expired. He has gone to Madeira. 

A singular action was brought last Saturday by an attorney 
against Mr. Nelson, the City solicitor. It appears that Mr. Nelson 
was absent from his duties, and the plaintiff was appointed t» take 
his place; he claimed twenty guineas for four days’ at endance. 
Mr. Commissioner Kerr appeared as a witness, and dep»sed that 
he had appointed the plaintiff, who, upon the Recorder sen ling the 
case before a jury, recovered the full amount. 

At the Central Criminal Court, on Thursday week, the treasurer 
of an operative [bricklayers’ lodge in Shoreditch was convieted of 
having - am poe £17 of the society’s money to his owa use, and 
was sentenced to six months’ imprisonment. 

The trial of John Spong, maltster, for forging a document pur- 
porting to be the last will of Henry Trimmer, deceased, was con- 
cluded in the Central Criminal Court on Tuesday, the second da 
of the renewed proceedings. The por was found guilty, but 
recommended to mercy on account of his family, and judgmeat was 
postponed till next Session. 


James Drake, a messenger in the office of the London, Asiatic, 
and American Company, who is charged with having stolen nearly 
£9000 in cheques, notes, and cash, which had been intrusted to him 
by a clerk, was on Tuesday brought up at the Mansion House and 
committed for trial. 


A man dressmaker, carrying on business in the name of 
** Madame’ somebody, was fined on Monday for keeping young 
women in his employment at work at illegal hours. Dressmakers 
had been found at work in his place till seven on Saturday, the legal 
hour for closing being four on that day. He was made to pay 48s. 


At Clerkenwell, on Thursday week, the Commissioners of Police 
prosecuted a constable for having neglected his duty in not properly 
wee J his beat during three hours and forty minutes. It was 
alleged that had he done so a burglary which had been committed 
in the parish of Islington could not have been effected. The 
defendant pleaded that he had been obliged to work three beats in- 
stead of two and a half, as he ought to have done. The magistrate 
inflicted a fine of '£5, with the alternative of a months’ imprison- 
ment. The defendant also loses his situation in the police force. 


A somewhat singular case of arson was tried, last Saturday, at 
Maidstone Assizes. A youth named Saunders, aged seventeen, had 
been in a training-ship at Greenhithe ; and, having had a few days’ 
leave of absence, returned to his old bad companions, sold his 
clothes, and commenced wandering about the country. Ina half- 
starved and desperate condition he craved food at a farmer's near 
Maidstone, and, on being refused, avenged himself by setting a 
light to a waggonful of wheat left by the harvesters ready to be 
carried.

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In previous Numbers we have briefly recorded the foundering of 
the steamer Hibernia, plying between New York and Glasgow; 
and we now give an Illustration of the melancholy occurrence, from 
a sketch supplied by Mr. John C. Forbes, of Toronto, one of the 
survivors, who was a cabin passenger in the Hibernia. When the 
Hibernia went down she was 700 miles to the west of Ireland, her 
position being lat. 53.20 N., long. 29 W. 

Captain Munro, in his narrative, states that the Hibernia left 
New York on Saturday afternoon, Novy. 14, with 133 souls on 
board, including a crew of fifty-nine, all told. When leaving New 
York a pretty stiff breeze was blowing, but it was by no means 
severe till the day before the accident, which caused the loss of the 
fine steamer, occurred. On Monday, the 23rd, there was a heavy 
gale of wind from the south-west, which caused the vessel to 
labour; and on Tuesday morning, at two o'clock, the screw-shaft 
broke in the stern-pipe, and the screw, consequently get..ag loose, 
damaged the sternpost of the steamer, to which the rudder is 
attached. The “‘pipe”’ itself was also damaged by the then un- 
connected screw; and the result of both these most untoward 
circumstances was the ingress of large volumes of water into the 
after-part of the vessel. A heavy gale was still blowing. During 
the whole of Tuesday the crew and others were engaged in 
throwing cargo overboard to lighten the ship, and the engine and 
other pumps were kept going, but the effect produced was not 
material. While this was going on, the passengers behaved 
admirably. Everything was done decently and in order. On 
Tuesday night the course was changed to north-west; and on 
Wednesday morning, the 25th, the situation became so critical that 
all the boats were lowered. Long before this, the after-hold 
was flooded with water, and the Hibernia seemed to be rapidly 
sinking—indeed, there was, when the boats were lowered, 10 ft. of 
water in the after-hold. At six o'clock on Wednesday morning 
they began to embark the passengers in the boats. A certain 
number of ladies was appointed to occupy each boat alon 
with a proportion of the crew. At seven o'clock all the crew an 

passengers were in their appointed places. The water in the 

ibernia was at this time increasing rapidly, but still all was done 
quietly. The ladies were lowered into the boats by a rope attached 
to their waists, and the transference from the large steamer to the 
small boats was effected in the utmost silence. The captain says 
the passengers went down as if it were a forlorn hope—they seemed 
as if leaving the ship to go to the bottom—there was no excite- 
ment, but the utmost tranquillity and resignation. 

As stated already, the passengers and crew were draughted into 
the different boats, which were brought round to the lee of the 
steamer. No. 1 life-boat was under command of Captain Munro; 
No. 2 life-boat, chief mate; No. 3 life-boat, second mate; star- 
board-quarter boat, third officer ; port-quarter boat, the boatswain. 
The captain was the last to leave. After getting about a quarter of 
a mile from the sinking ship, she went down stern foremost. 
This occurred at twenty minutes past seven o'clock. Up to this 
very moment the engine pumps had been kept going. ‘They were 
working when Captain Munro left the foundering ship, as the depth 
of water in the engine-room was so great that the engineer could 
not get down to stop them. When the captain left the Hibernia 
the top of the poop-deck was in the water. Sv far as ible, each 
of the boats was equally provisioned. Captain Munro states 
that on board his boat he had two barrels of biscuits, three small 
breakers of water, each containing fifteen or twenty gallons, with 
a few preserved meats. At about half-past seven o'clock the chief 
mate's boat, containing thirty-three persons, capsized. At this 
time the captain's life-boat was about a quarter of a mile from that 
of the chief mate; but, owing to the gale then blowing and the 
crowded state of his boat, Captain Munro was unable to render an 
assistance. So critical, indeed, was his own condition, that he had 
to keep two men working at buckets, a couple more being busily 
engaged plying hand-basins to keep the boat afloat. To lighten 
her, the occupants had even to throw overboard one of the barrels 
of biscuit ; and some of the ladies threw off their shawls and outer 
coverings to enable the boat to keep her buoyancy. 
it Inthe evening Captain Munro and his companions in No. 1 life- 
boat were picked up by the ship Star of Hope, Captain Talbot, from 
Quebec to Aberdeen. Having been considerately cared for, 
— Munro suggested to Captain Talbot that a look-out should 
be kept for the other boats. Captain Talbot agreed; and, lights 

being hoisted, a look-out was kept, when the boatswain’s boat was 
descried between eleven and twelve at night, and the occupants 
were rescued. A heavy gale still prevailed, but the weather shortly 
moderated considerably. The search for the other boats 
was continued by the Star of Hope; but, after cruising about for 
thirty hours, Captain Talbot gave up the fruitless and bore 
on his course. The two boats rescued contained altogether fifty- 
two persons. 
e rescued passengers are warm in their praise of Captains 
Munro and Talbot. 

The boat that was upset has since reached the coast of Donegal, 
with the mate and two hands. Being a life-boat, it righted itself, 
and the survivors succeeded in getting on board after the boat had 
lain bottom up for four hours, the mate and two others clinging to 
her the whole of that time. The second mate states that two of 
the mgers jum overboard the first day the boat was at sea, 
preferring certain death at once, apparently, to the probable horrors 
of long exposure, hunger and thirst, in an open boat. On the 
third day, another passenger, wearied of the torture, also leaped 
overboard. Five other passengers died from exposure, and sixteen 

ngers are said to have been lost by the capsizing of the boat. 

e three survivors, having made ineffectual attempts to call the 
attention of passing ships by signals, succeeded in running into 
Mulroy Bay, on the Donegal coast. 

There is great reason to fear that the other boats are lost, though, 
as they were in the track of ships, there is the possibility of their 
having been picked up by outward-bound vessels. 


NEW HARBOUR WORKS AT CARNARVON. 


The first stone of the proposed new harbour works at Carnarvon 
was recently laid by the Mayor, Mr. Llewelyn Turner. The pro- 
posed new harbour is on the north side of the town, near the 
station of the London and North-Western Railway Company. It 
is not intended to supersede the accommodation a y afforded, 
but will be an addition,to it. At the same time, the improvement 
of the present harbour is also contemplated. The estimated cost 
of the portion of the plan about to be carried cut ‘s £24,000, which 
will be obtained from the Public Works Loan Commissioners under 
the Passing Tolls Act. The estimated cost of the entire works is 
£50,000, Mr. Frederick Jackson, C.E., supplied the plans; and 
the contractors are Messrs. Bugbird and Jones. The works are to 
be completed in about two years.

THE INVESTITURE OF THE VICEROY OF 
EGYPT WITH THE STAR OF INDIA. 

Her Majesty's ship Endymion, with Lord Napier of Magdala on 
board, arrived at Alexandria on the evening of Monday, the 23rd 
ult. His Lordship was accompanied by Colonel Dillon, C.B., his 
military secretary, and Captain Scott, his Adjutant. Escorted by 
Colonel Stanton, her Majesty’s Agent and Consul-General, he left, 
next morning, for Cairo, where the Viceroy had placed one of his 

laces at his disposal. Immediately on his arrival in Cairo Lord 
Napier waited upon the Viceroy, and on the morning of the 25th, 
at the Palace of Abassieh, the ceremony of the investiture of his 
Highness with the grand cross of the Star of India was performed. 
This palace, built by Abass Pacha, is romantically situated on the 
desert a few miles beyond the town. 

On reaching, the Abassieh Palace in one of the Viceroy’s state 
carriages, with her Majesty’s agent on his left, escorted by a 
detachment of lancers and followed by the various members of 
the Consulate, the British military and naval authorities on service 
in the country, Lord Napier was officially received by the Viceroy, 
surrounded by his great officers of state. The ceremony then com- 
menced with the reading of her Majesty’s warrant by Colonel 
Stanton, after which the formula of investiture was gone through, 
and Lord Napier presented the Viceroy with the collar, badge, and 
star of the order, accompanying the act on behalf of his Sovereign 
with a few appropriate words, and referring likewise to the eminent 
services rendered to England on the recent occasion of the Abyssinian 
war. His Highness assured Lord Napier that he felt honoured at 
having received it from so appropriate a hand, and renewed his 
congratulations on the successful issue of the Abyssinian campaign. 
His Lordship was then presented by the Viceroy te Mohammed 
Taufik Pacha, his Highness’s eldest son and heir apparent. 

A salute of twenty-one guns was fired; and, after smoking 
a chiboque, the Viceroy and Lord Napier, with their respective 
suites, walked to the adjacent provisional encampment, whence 
they watched a review of 8000 Egyptian troops, whose fine appear- 
ance and correct movements were remarked with much admiration 
by the military officers present. 

Immediately after lunch was served, the Viceroy in person pre- 
siding, covers having been laid likewise in the adjoining tents for 
the remaining numerous assemblage present. The procession after- 
wards proceeded homewards in the order of its arrival, his Highness 
the Viceroy returning in the afternoon Lord Napier’s visit of the

quet to his Highness Mohammed Taufik Pacha, at which Lord

ILLUSTRATIONS OF THE REVOLUTION IN 
SPAIN. 

In the interval between the deposition of Queen Isabella and the 
setting uP by the people, of a settled form of government, there 
has been less confusion and far less blood has been shed than might 
reasonably have been yy ee and the credit for the order pre- 
served is due to the Provisional Government and the Spanish 
ag Several demonstrations, mostly harmless enough, have 

m held in the principal cities, by the adherents of Monarchy 
and by those who wish for a Republic. 

_ At Madrid, on the 29th ult., there was a Republican manifesta- 

tion, of which we amy two Illustrations. The Republican party 
was to have made this demo tion on the 22nd, but the absence 
of Senor Orense and Senor C in Andalusia caused it to be 

poned. According to arrangement, the sections, each preceded 

y a band of music and one or more banners bearing appropriate 

devices, assembled in the Camp de la Lealtad, at the foot of the 
marble obelisk by Antonio Sola, erected to commemorate one of 
the saddest episodes of the French occupancy in 1808, and known as

small but determined band of men, headed by three officers—Ruiz, 
Daoiz, and Velarde—who defended the quarter of the city called 
Monteleon against an overwhelming force of French troops, com- 
manded by eral Lefranc.

Marshal 
Serrano and Admiral Topete replied with firmness that the 
Government was chosen by universal suffrage, and that it would 
therefore present itself ‘ore the Cortes as it was at first consti- 
tuted. No compromise, they added, could be entertained with the 
insurgents of Cadiz, who, after having submitted in silence to former 
misgovernment, now took arms a Government which had con- 
ferred upon themall civil and political liberties. Meanwhile General 
Caballero de Roda declared the blockade of Cadiz, and the Spanish 
Minister of Foreign Affairs notified it to the foreign representatives 
at Madrid. On Saturday yg: Rome Caballero de Roda 
addressed a proclamation to the bitants, in which he said :— 
‘Lay down your arms, and your lives will be saved! this I 
guarantee you in the name of the Government, on whose clemency 
you may rely. Such is the only means by which the insurgents can 
escape being treated with i ible rigour. It will not be my 
fault if, with the means of attack which the imperious law of 
necessity compels me to employ, there should come for Cadiz a day 
of mourning andruin. I shall regret such a result from the bottom 
of my heart, but shall do my duty.”” This seems to have had its 
effect ; in the course of Sunday the insurgents oe the 
General marched in. It is officially stated that the e de 
Montpensier, on being apprised of the events at Cadiz, left Lisbon 
**to offer his sword to the Provisional Government.’’ e Govern- 
ment, in re :? (so it is stated), expressed respect for the intentions 
of his Royal Highness, but requested him to return immediately to 
Lisbon.

SCIENTIFIC RESULTS OF THE MONTH. 


The solar-engine of Ericsson, to which we lately drew attention, 
and in which power is generated by the heat of the sun, has been 
imitated in France by Professor Mouchot, who has constructed a 
solar-engine which has been shown in successful operation before 
the Emperor. In this engine the recipient of the heat is a metallic 
vessel the surface of which is blackened, and which rests on sand, 
brick, or other incombustible non-ccnductor, and is covered by a 
glass case. The vessel is exposed to the direct rays of the sun, and 
the rays which fall upon a reflecting mirror placed behind it are also 
made to converge upon the metallic surface, when the vessel, being 
filled with air, water, or some other fluid which by its expansion 
will generate power, it follows that power is produced by such ex- 
ansion, as in a steam or air engine, ay that no coal is required. 
'f course such engines are only applicable to special purposes, as 
wind and water mills also are, and for all purposes of locomotion, 
and for many others, coal will still be necessary. Coal may be de- 
fined to be concentrated sunlight, as the sunlight expended in pro- 
ducing vegetation is virtually stored up in the coal, to be afterwards 
liberated when heat and light are required. It is not by the solar- 
engine that the steam-engino will be superseded; but the steam- 
engine will be superseded by another engine which will still use 
coal but will use much less of it. The steam-engine is not merely a 
cumbrous but a wasteful instrument. In the best examples of it 
not more than one tenth of the heat is utilised as power, and the 
existing necessity and impending invention is an engine by which 
this enormous loss will be materially reduced. Already the principles 
on which this great improvement may be carried out begin to be 
visible to a few of the most advanced mechanical minds, and there 
is every reason to believe that before long they will be reduced to 


ice. 

_ The Philosophical Magazine for November contains the conclu- 
sion of Mr. J. Croll’s interesting paper on the — date of the 
/ and uppermiocene period in the geological history of the earth. 

ir. Croll says that three millions of years will probably embrace 
the greater portion of the Tertiary period, and he considers that 
within that time we have evidence of at least three ice periods, 
though many of the geological evidences of those periods have since 
been obliterated by denudation. The recurrence of glacial periods 
at distant intervals Mr. Croll attributes to a cycle of variations in 
the eccentricity of the earth’s orbit, which, though not affecting 
the total quantity of heat received by the earth, will affect its dis- 
tribution. While therefore, as a result of these variations, we shall 
have an Arctic cold in one hemisphere, we shall have at the same 
time a tropical heat in the other hemisphere—conditions which 
there are geological proofs to show must have existed, since nothing 
is more conclusively shown by geological evidence than that long 
ee of heat and cold alternately succeeded one another. 

ether, in our northern hemisphere, a high state of eccentricity 
of the earth’s orbit will produce a glacial or tropicai climate 
will depend upon the position of the winter solstice in relation to 
the perihelion at the time. But if the eccentricity continues at a 
high value during a long course of ages, then, owing to the pre- 
cession of the equinoxes, the conditions of climate in the two hemi- 
spheres will be reverseé every 10,000 or 12,000 years. 

In an attempt to apply chemical principles in explanation of 
the action of poisons, Dr. Broadbent says that there must be 
some relation between the substance administered and the animal 
organism on which the effect depends ; and that, so far as the sub- 
stance is concerned, the basis of the relation can only be its 
chemical properties. These weighty deductions appear to us very 
much like truisms. No doubt there are mechanical poisons, such 
as pounded glass; and there are animal poisons which act by pro- 
pagating some low form of organic life, whether animal or vege- 
table, within the body, and which, either by appropriating the 
food and forces within the body, or by some other action nece: 
to parasitical life and growth, produce disease and death. But 
the substances usually termed poisons—such as arsenic, oxalic acid, 
&c.—no doubt act chemically, and are hurtful simply because they 
combine with some portion of the animal organism in obedience to 
the laws of chemical affinity. 

It has long been known that an alloy composed of 60 parts of 
chromium and 40 of iron is so hard as to scratch glass like a 
diainond, and such an alloy may be formed by heating oxide of 
chromium in a blast-furnace with metallic iron. Expelleestn are 
now being carried on to produce a species of steel, suitable for rails 
and other purposes, by adding chrome ore and manganese to the 
iron in the puddling-furnace ; and the results are said. to be pro- 
mising, though not yet conclusive. 

Many years since electricity was applied to aid the growth of 
plants, and Dr. Poggioli, of Paris, now proposes to apply it to aid 
the growth of children. He says that the strength and symmetry 
of the body, as well as the faculties of the mind, are developed and 
improved by the aid of electricity, and in support of this hypothesis 
- recites the results of experiments continued by him for a number 
of years.

The new theatre called the Gaiety, in the Strand, was opened on 
Monday, and the occasion was honoured by the presence of a 
numerous, fashionable, and artistic audience. The interior pre- 
sents a resemblance to that of the Adelphi, having stalls, balcony, 
private boxes, and gallery arranged much after the same model, 
but the ornamentation appears of a more substantial character; in 
this respect it is more like the Princess’s Theatre. It consists of 
upwards of 2000 seats, which are commodiously disposed. Among 
other arrangements for the benefit of the public, that of abolishing 
the box, booking, and other fees merits special commendation. Our 
readers know already that the house is under the direction of Mr. 
John Hollingshead, the dramatic critic, so that we may now con- 
gratulate ourselves upon having at last a competent and intellectual 
management. Moreover, Mr. Hollingshead is a diligent man of 
business, and will doubtless pay the strictest attention to the com- 
mercial part of his enterprise. The night’s performance commenced 
with a new operetta, taken from the French, with music by M. E. 
Jonas, and freely adapted by Mr. G. 4 Beckett. Itis named “ The 
Two Harlequins,’ and is substantially acted by two performers, 
Mr. C. Lyall and Miss Constance Loscby, who enact Harlequin and 
Columbine. But the latter, on the return of her husband, after six 
years’ absence, pretends to have believed him dead, and dresses 
herself as Harlequin, leaving him to suspect that she has married a 
second time. It is a lively affair, and the music is especially 
pleasing. The whole was well received, and Miss Loseby, who 
has been promoted from the music-halls to the stage, acted and 
sang so well that she must be accepted as a great accession 
to the latter. The piece that succeeded is entitled ‘‘ On the Cards,”

This young lady also greatly distinguished herself in the extrava- 
ganza of *‘Robert the Devil,’’ written by W. S. Gilbert, and 
which concluded the evening’s entertainment. This piece is 
decidedly operatic, and introduced parodies of concerted and other 
music from Meyerbeer, Herold, Bellini, Arban, Offenbach, Marc 
Chautagne, Auber, Hervé, Robillard, and Jules Javelot. These 
were decidedly well done. The whole representation is exceedingly 
gay and glittering, the dances are particularly attractive, and the 
costumes are veritably enchanting.

Mr. Hawes Craven contributes a 
beautiful picture of our hero’s adventurous voyage to the southern 
seas, in which the Elf (who loves the Fairy Queen), seated in his 
tiny man-of-war—a nautilus-shell—is navigating his pearlclad to 
the Enchanted Island. A ballet of beauty and efficiency follows. 
A magnificent view of ‘‘ Wapping in the Olden Time,”’ embracing 
a long reach of the river Thames, Tower of London, and the mer- 
chant marine of England, from the masterly hand of that clever 
artist Mr. Dayes, accompanies a fullerand closer view of the worthy 
Robinson’s private and domestic affairs than his historian, Daniel 
De Foe, thought it prudent to — Next there is a pictorial 
gem of great beauty shown through the medium of an enchanted 
cavern.

Ascene of “ Lord’s Cricket-Ground, Eton and Harrow 
Day,’”’ during a match, introduces twelve ladies who join the suc- 
cessful players in a characteristic dance, whose faultless and 
matchless toilets cost no less, in the aggregate, than 400 Rs the 
dresses having been furnished by Messrs. Grant and Gask, Oxford- 
street. The scene itself—from the art, drawing, and painting of 
the varied groups—is a most lifelike and animated picture of the 
reality, and reflects great credit on the skilful and clever handling 
of the artist, Mr. Caney.

Lambertini, are among the corps now so actively 
employed to give effect to the ensuing Christmas campaign. 

At Drury Lane, the title of the pantomime is ‘“‘Grimalkin the 
Great; or, Harlequin Puss in Boots and the Miller’s Son.’’ The 
author is, as usual, Mr. E. L. Blanchard, who seems to have availed 
himself of the old French fairy tale to inculcate kindness to ani- 
mals. The first scene represents a hive, in which hundreds of 
children are engaged to illustrate a throng of bees busily occupied 
manufacturing honey. The intrusion of a great bluebottle into the 
hive is seriously resented; but the bees, at the instigation of the 
queen, spare his life on the condition that he discloses a plot against 
their persons and property ;—for two y sons of a wy weg 
miller have resolved to destroy their hive for the sake of honey, 
against the wish of the youngest, Jocelyn (Miss Harriet Coveney), 
who is therefore to be assisted. The bees punish the elder brothers, 
and assist the youngest, who is to be supplied with a honey-cake 
composed of the rarest essences from various flowers. Jocelyn, 
finding that his cat, the only legacy left him in the memorable will, 
is desirous of tasting this peculiar delicacy, affords him the oppor- 
tunity, and Puss thereby mes endowed with speech. The scene 
changes from the Mill in Normandy to the Corn-fields, where puss 
advances the fortunes of his master; and the brilliant victory over 
apparently adverse fate is gained in the Magician’s Castle, where 
the cat cunningly persuades the mutable magician to transform 
himself into a mouse ; and then, pouncing w the wizard, gots = 
session of the castle for his young master, the Marquis of Carabas. 


| Mr. Irving is the sagacious cat, Mr. Moreland the King, Miss Kate 
| Harfleur the Princess, and Miss Hudspeth the Queen Bee. Mr. 
William Beverley, who has painted the scenery, has furnished an 
elaborate ballet scene illustrative of Arcadian life, with real water 
and a brilliant transformation tableau. The harlequinade is sup- 
ported by a double pantomime company, including Messrs. Harry 
ana C. Lauri, and Paul Herring; and the manager, Mr. 
Chatterton, seems to have been unsparing in the expenditure to give 
adequate effect to the opening extravaganza and the humour of the 
subsequent comic scenes, which are full of tricks and characteristic 
transformations, 

The Lyceum pantomime, as previously stated, is entitled 
“Humpty Dumpty and Dame Trot and her Cat; or, the Old 
Woman from Babyland and the Little Bachelor who lived by him- 
self.”’ It is compounded of illustrations of a number of nurse 
rhymes, the first scene introducing us to the enchanted kitchen of 
Mother Glass, and the second to the Abode of Taste, in which a 
grand ballet takes place. Peter Piper (Miss Caroline Parkes) is 
the hero of the third scene, and protects Beauty (Miss Egerton) in 
distress. In the fourth scene, we find him in his helor’s box on 
the banks of the river, where he is instructed by the Old Woman 
from Babyland in the mysteries of brewing, baking, &c. He then 
embarks in a ship with golden masts and silken sails, bound for 
Babyland. The fifth scene presents the cottage of old Dame Trot, 
and the ninth the Retreat of the Queen Bee’on the Golden Heath. 
Five other scenes lead us to the transformation, painted by Mr. 
Charles Brew, entitled a Gleam of Fairyland. The comic business 
introduces as Harlequin Mr. Fawdon Vokes, as Pantaloon Mr. 
Beckingham, as Columbine Miss Jessse Vokes, as Clown the Little 
Rowella, and as Sprites Messrs. Almonti and Delevanti. The 
opening of the pantomime has been written by Mr. Greenwood and 
Mr. Austen. We give an Illustration of the preparations for this 
pantomime, which presents several groups of active workers behind 
the scenes engaged in the preparation of materials destined to be 
employed in the business of the performance. 

The pantomime at Sadler’s Wells is modelled on Planché’s cele- 
brated burlesque, ‘‘The Fair One with the Golden Locks.’’ We 
therefore need not give the scenes in detail. The transformation 
scene is of exceeding brilliancy, Mr. T. G. Ethair being Clown, Mr. 


Stichis Harlequin. 

The Surrey pantomime combines several stories, under the name 
of ‘*‘ Jack and Jill and the Sleeping Beauty ; or, Harlequin Humpty 
Dumpty,’’ the libretto of which has been prepared by Mr. R. 
Soutar. The scenery does credit to Mr. Albert Callcott and Mr. 
Beaumont, the transformation scene being by the former and repre- 
senting Pomona’s Court and Throne in the Garden of the Hes- 
perides. Harry Croueste appears as Clown, Mr. Sylvain as Harle- 
quin, Miss Duvalli as Watteau Harlequina, Mr. Gellinias Pantaloon, 
and another Miss Duvalli as Columbine. 

‘Dick Whittington’’ is the subject of the pantomime at the 
Royal Alfred Theatre, Mr. Soutar having provided the libretto. It 
will have two Clowns, Messrs. Lawrenee and Kelleno. The St. 
James’s Theatre reopens under new management—that of Mdlle. 
de la Ferté, with ‘‘ The Sleeping Beauty,’’ and two grand ballets 
which, from their rich appointments, are expected to prove emi- 
nently attractive. 4 

At the New National Standard Theatre the Christmas pantomime 
is called ‘‘ Tell-Tale Tit; or, Harlequin Dickory Dickory Dock,”’ 
written by the author of ‘‘Dame Durden,’’ “ Pat-a-Cake,’’ and 
‘Oranges and Lemons,’’ and is produced on a scale of surprising 
magnificence. After an introduction, the Witch of the Glen is 
transformed by the Fairy Virtue to Prince Treachery (Miss Marie 
Leslie). The Prince threatens the King’s daughter, and resolves 
to aid Tell-Tale in his obnoxious suit, or to propose himself for the 
lady’s hand, in direct opposition to the candidates specially selected 
by the Fairy Council. But the magic branch and enchanted apple 
are indispensable to the successful courter of the Princess’s affec- 
tions. The second scene presents the Dryads’ Haunt: a splendid 
tableau which occupies the whole of this vast stage, fairy cascades 
of real water playing in all directions. Here a grand fairy ballet 
takes place of a novel design, the stage being covered with groupings 
of fair ladies and children, one hundred in number. With the 
third scene the pantomime proper begins, The King Piccaninny 
(Mr. A. Vivian), in a terrible rage (at his daughter’s refusal to wed), 
issues a proclamation offering her to the first who shall fulfil the 
conditions he demands. The Princess’s (Miss Rosa Werner) refusal 
of the parental rule is based upon the affection she bears Master 
Billy Button, a sailor. The fourth scene represents the village of 
Hey Diddle Diddle, with the farmyard of Riddle me Riddle me 
Ree, animated with live poultry, ducks, dogs, ponies, donkeys, 
turkeys, cows, geese, swans, pigs, and representatives of the out- 
door pets of farmhouses. Prince Pretty secures the magic branch. 
Tell-Tale feels its effects. Prince Treachery, resolving to secure the 
golden apple first, hires a balloon for Tell-Tale, in the car of which 
Prince Pretty places Billy Button, so that the rivals meet in mid- 
air, at the Isle of Sky, and, losing their way, are landed 
at scene 6—Quay of the City by Sunset, with Greek shipping 
at anchor. Here all the candidates are made seamen and 
corsairs. Tell-Tale becomes pirate chief. Prince Treachery 
secures the apple, and, with Tell-Tale’s aid, bears off the Princess 
and Billy. In scene 8 we have the deck of the Polly Put the Kettle 
On. The fairy aids Prince Pretty and Billy, and sends them a 
crew. In an instant the ship’s deck is alive with numbers of 
miniature men-o’-wars-men, represented by children. Prince 
Pretty, with the fairy’s aid, wrecks the ship, which (by a wonderful 
mechanical effect) goes to pieces in full sight of the audience. The 
comic budget is cxppeuted by—Harlequin, Mr. Howard Austin; 
Columbine, Miss Clara St. Maine; Clown, Mr. Pedro Martin; 
Pantaloon, Mr. Steward; Policeman, Mr. Tyers; Sprites, the 


Brothers Lemaine. The entire scenery of the pantomime, includ- 
ing the nd transformation scene, has been painted by Mr. 
Richard Douglass, assisted by Messrs. J. Neville, Goodman, and 


Wade, and numerous assistants. Some idea may be formed of the 
magnitude of the production when it is stated the scenery has 
been executed on seven miles of canvas. There will be two morning 
performances every week, on Monday and Thursday. 

The pantomime at the Grecian is entitled, ‘‘The Flying 
Dutchman; or, Harlequin the Riddle of the Sphynx and the 
Pretty Princess who was made by a Charm.” It is written by 
Messrs. G. Conquest and H. Spry. We are taken to the source of 
the Nile, where Nilus (Miss Denville) is raising a wife by means of 
a charm, who is destined to love the first man who clasps her 
waist. But the plan is overheard by Prince Egyptian (Miss M. A. 
Victor) and Rummyfizzis (Mr. J. Manning), and they defeat it. 
However, the Princess escapes; and Egyptian is made to drink the 
waters of oblivion, and his companion to suffer many afflictions. 
Nilus proceeds to raise a monster to recover for him his charmer ; 
but, in mistake, raises Rip Van Winkle, after his sleep of twenty 
years, whom he c into the Flying Dutchman (Mr. George 
Conquest). Nilus is finaily deceived by him, but the transforma- 
tion scene presents the means of repairing his loss. 

The Victoria rejoices in a pantomime by Mr. F. Marchan 
entitled ‘Bluff King Hal; or, Harlequin Herne the Hunter an 
the Miller’s Daughter of the River Dee.’ The Pavilion has one 
by Mr. Nelson Lee with a similar title—namely, ‘‘ Bluff King Hal; 
or, Harlequin the Miller of the Dee.’’ The Britannia seeks to 
attract attention by a long name, in the following manner— 
** Bhlutzherranbhothrum ; or, The arf of the Diamond Dell ;”’ 
and the Alexandra adopts the old subject of ‘‘ Mother Goose.’’ 

The Crystal Palace also has a cones pene last Monday, 
prepared bee E. T. Smith, assisted by Mr. P. E. Hopkins, and 
entitled ‘‘ Harlequin Little Boy Blue, and Little who Lost 
her Sheep.’’ Brother Grinn, the elder, and Mr. H. have 
made a very effective work out of their materials. The scenes are 
seven in number. We give an Illustration of its rehearsal. Two 
Clowns are TO i essrs. Warde and Rowella; the Pantaloon 

Mr. ; the Harlequin, M. d’Auban; and the Colum- 
bine, Mdlle. d’ Auban. 

At the Ha: ket a burlesque or travestie on Lord L ‘s 
play, by Mr. F. C. Burnand, under the title of “‘ The ghtful 
9 the place of pantomime. Mr. Sothern also reappears 
as ‘‘A Hero of Romance ;’’ and Mr. Buckstone as Dr. Lafitte. 

At the Queen’s, Mr. William Brough presents a magical fairy 
extravaganza, called “‘The Gnome King, and the Fairy of the 





T. Robbins Pantaloon, Miss Stephens Columbine, and Signor J. | 
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Silver Mine.’’ Hardupp the Hundredth, from the failure of the 
mine, is only prevented from becoming bankrupt by the aid of a 
Russian Prince, who is the Gnome King in disguise, in search of a 
wife. But Princess Beatrix is averse to the proposed alliance, 
wherefore the Gnome King has exerted his supernatural power and 
caused the stoppage of the mine. A young peasant now appears, 
named Max, and volunteers to descend into the mine and ascertain 
the cause of its unproductiveness. Here he meets with and 
beards the Gnome King, restoring the fairy Argentine to her 
rights; for which service he receives the hand of the Princess. Mr. 
Toole takes the principal character. Mr. Brough, also, has another 
similar work at the Holborn, entitled ‘* Turco the Terrible; or, The 
ae Roses,”” remarkable for its splendid scenery and a novel 
et. 

At the Royal Gallery of Illustration Mr. and Mrs. German Reed 
were in advance of their competitors, and reopened on Wednesday 
with Mr. Burnand’s clever production, ‘‘ Inquire Within.’”’ During 
the absence of Mr. John Parry his character will be taken by Mr. 
Frank Matthews, and a débuntante of much promise, Mdlle. Rosa 
D’Erina, will ap as the heroine of a new musical extravaganza, 
taken from the mch by Mr. R. Reece, called ‘*‘ The Last of the 
Paladins.’’ A well-selected company has been secured to do full 
justice to the light and pleasing strains proper to this popular class 
of composition. 











PREPARING FOR THE PANTOMIMES. 


We are inclined to hold with those who never want to know how a 
puzzle that amuses them is done. We think that any bit of parlour 
magic or other cleverness is best unexplained. We are never for 
shaking the bran out of dolls; but an artist has furnished us with a 
couple of sketches of what may be called the disenchanting sort, 
and we are but accomplices with him in appending a few words. 
He shows a bit of the inner life of the stage, the drilling the youths 
and maidens who contribute so largely to the fun and the grace of 
the spectacles which are now in full swing. The process is one 
which requires patience and painstaking, especially with the mascu- 
line recruits, girls always learning everything much more quickly 
than the stupider sex. It may be mentioned, also, that as the re- 
muneration given to this class of artist is not very large, it is 
naturally supplied from a not very cultivated portion of the popu- 
lation. Which things being considered, it is rather surprising how 
well the stage business is learned, and how effective are the com- 
ee oe combinations of groups, how rapid the manceuvres, and 

ow steady the’phalanx. ll this is due to the laborious training 
and practice which the Illustrations depict. Boy by boy has to be 
vigilantly watched, and it has to be made pestoothy clear to his pos- 
sibly not over iucid mind exactly what he istodo, where he is to stand, 
and when he is to distinguish himself, or a single blunder might throw 
the whole corps into confusion and destroy the picturesque effect con- 
templated by the ballet-master. He has also to be taught presence 
of mind, and to know that if the clown or pantaloon is seized with 
an unusual access of vigour and happens to knock him about a 
little, he is not to be frightened, or to howl, as his instinct might 
prompt, far less is he to try to get out of the way. With some of 
the smallest performers (whose feats one witnesses with a certain 
regret, for a hot theatre at midnight is not the place for infants), 
these things have to be taught with kindness and playfulness, or 
the little things will break down; with the bigger ones, a certain 
peremptoriness, to say the least of it, is found efficacious. There is 
not much trouble with the young ladies, save in exceptional cases. 
They like the work, they are made to look as pretty as possible, 
and they know that they will be admired, more or less; their 
instructor has, therefore, a comparatively easy and pleasant task. 
But, in any case, the drill is frequent and severe ; and the audiences 
who applaud the gaily-dressed and adroit creatures who perform 
before them know little how many hours of labour and practice are 
represented by a scene or a dance, and do not know that the artists 
have most likely walked long distances to rehearsals, probably in 
bad weather, and that, after protracted exercise, they have to walk 
home again, weary and hungry, and seldom to any very luxurious 
meal. We would not spoil anybody’s pleasure, but there is no 
harm in letting people recollect that there is a large and an indus- 
trious class which earns its living by very hard work, performed to 
give the richer among us a pleasant evening. 





ILLUSTRATED GIFT-BOOKS. 


Leaves Fg the Journal of Our Life in the Highlands from 1843 
to 1861. With Earlier Visits to Scotland, and Tours in England 
and Ireland, and Yachting Excursions. Edited by Arthur Helps. 
Illustrated Edition. (Smith, Elder, and Co.) There are many 
readers, already in possession of the first edition of the Queen's 
Highland Journal, who will nevertheless be glad to procure this 
beautiful volume. Its form, its quality of print and paper, and 
the decoration of its cover, make it an elegant ornament for the 
drawing-room table. The illustrations consist of two chromo- 
ee eight fine steel engravings, and a great number 
of small wood-engravings scattered through the pages. The 
engravings on steel are well executed by Mesers. F. Bacon, T- O. 
Barlow, James Stephenson, L. Stocks, E. P. Brandard, C. H. 
Jeens, and A. Willmore. The first, which is the frontispiece of the 
volume, is from Sir Edwin Landseer’s picture which represents the 
late Prince Consort, with his two stag-hounds, and carrying his 
rifle, in Balmoral Forest; a dead stag lies before him; the Queen, 


on horse approaches from the background. Several pictures 
Mr. Carl Haag, also engraved here upon steel, represent similar 


ighland scenes. One shows the Queen, the Prince Consort, the 
Prince of Wales, the Princess Royal, Princess Alice, and Prince 
Alfred riding up the rocky shore of Lochnagar; another 
gives the scene of the bringing home of two slain 
at the door of Balmoral Castle, with her a ig and the Prince 
Consort, and other members of the Royal family, who have 
come to the door to view this magnificent produce of the day’s 
sport ; a third picture, by Mr. Haag, is that of the Queen, with her 
husband, sons, and daughters, guided by the Duke of Athol, 
fording the Tarff in Glen Tilt, where the water was deep enough to 
come up to their horses’ girths; in another picture we see the Hoyal 
party seated at luncheon in the open air at Carn Lochan.
